The  Ferris  in  this  list  are  all  hardy  and  will  grow  in 
most  garden  soils.  Plant  in  places  where  it  is  most  al¬ 
ways  moist  but  not  too  wet  (except  where  otherwise 
noted).  Those  with  running  root  stalks  should  not  be 
planted  too  deep,  the  crowns  should  be  just  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground.  Where  it  is  possible,  dig  in 
plenty  of  leaf  mold  to  make  the  ground  porous. 


ADIANTUM  PEDATUM,  Maidenhair  Fern.  One  of  the 

most  beautiful  of  all  ferns,  reaching  a  height  of  from 
12-18  inches.
